suction pump from the T ennessee Val­ 
ley and, controlled by power for which 
Pennsylvania is asked to pay a major 
slice of

cost, 
draw 
the 
work 
benches from under tens of thousands 
of 
Pennsylvania’s 
factory 
workers, 
and close the mines which support 
thousands of families in this very sec­ 
tion; 
that 
would regiment Industry, 
destroy individual initiative, pauperize 
thousands, destroy institutions and in­ 
dustries built up through generations 
of toil and thrift, render the invest­ 
ment of life savings worthless, and 
destroy a morale 
which, has 
made 
Pennsylvania proud within herself and 
honored and respected in the nation. 


This is the challenge to 
Pennsyl­ 
vania of so-called managed economy. 
In U *hs than three months Pennsyl­ 
vania will broadcast to the nation its 
answer to this challenge, and there 
can he no doubt as to what that an­ 
sw er will lie, for Pennsylvanians have
